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WORLD  SUGAR  TRAIE  UP  IN  I9675 
MOLASSES  OEAIE  CHANOS  LITTLE 


World  sugar  trade  in  I967  was  up  sli^tly  from  the  I966  level.  Exports  of 
sixgar,  on  a  raw  value  basis,  amounted  to  20.1  million  metric  tons  in  I967, 
vhile  imports  amounted  to  I9.6  million.  The  difference  between  exports  and 
imports  is  probably  due  to  a  time  lag  factor  in  shipping.  In  I966,  both 
exports  and  imports  were  around  19.0  million  metric  tons. 

North  America  was  the  leading  inqaort  continent  in  1967^  whereas  in  I966  it 
was  sli^tly  below  both  Asia  and  Western  Europe.  The  United  States  remains 
by  far  the  largest  world  importer  of  sugar.  The  USSR  ranked  second  in  this 
respect  in  19^7^  while  the  United  Kingdom  was  third,  and  Japan  was  fotirth. 
The  United  Kingdom  had  been  in  second  place  in  I966.  Increased  imports  into 
Russia  in  I967  reflected  much  larger  exports  from  Cuba.  The  Communist  coun- 
tries were  net  exporters  of  5«7  million  tons  of  sugar  in  1967^  compared  with 
3,7  million  in  I966.  Cuba  had  the  largest  increase  in  escports,  which  were 
approximately  28  percent  above  those  of  1966. 

Raw  sugar  imports  into  Canada  in  I967  were  15.3  percent  higher  than  in  I966. 
Shipments  from  the  largest  supplier,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  more  than 
doubled  in  1967. 

Shipments  of  sugar  from  Colombia  rose  considerably  last  year  and  established 
a  new  export  record.  About  hal.f  of  the  exports  were  to  the  United  States. 
In  the  past  year,  exports  to  the  United  States  have  been  almost  equally 
divided  between  quota  and  quota-exen5>t  sugar.  Peru  exported  482,583  metric 
tons  of  sugar  in  I967,  valued  at  US$53  million.  This  was  up  by  12  percent 
from  1966,  but  I968  exports  are  expected  to  be  20  i)ercent  lower.  More  ef- 
fective border  controls  are  reportedly  reducing  the  clandestine  imports  of 
sugar. 


Belgium  had  a  spectacular  increase  in  exports  of  crystallized  sugar 
to  a  total  of  7^^,088  metric  tons  during  I967,   conipared  to  UOj892  in  I966. 
important  markets  were  Switzerland  and  the  African  countries.  Imports  of 
sugar  into  Greece  are  declining,  as  production  and  stocks  have  increased. 
Sugar  imports  into  the  Netherlands  are  expected  to  drop  sharply  as  the  EEC 
sugar  regulation  is  now  in  effect  and  provides  that  any  sugar -containing 
products  exported  may  not  contain  any  third-comatry  sugar.  Should  Spain's 
production  goals  for  s\igar  materialize  for  I968-69,  imports  would  be  sub- 
stantially  reduced,  perhaps  to  a  low  75> 000-ton  level  compared  to  about 
215,000  for  1967-68,  75  percent  of  which  was  from  Cuba. 

Sugar  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  fsrom  Brazil  declined  sharply  in  1967^ 
while  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  sirpplies  from  South  Africa.  The  Republic  of 
South  Africa  will  be  able  to  spread  its  sales  more  evenly  throu^out  the 
year,  as  there  are  now  two  silos  at  shipping  terminals  which  will  expedite 
storage  and  handling. 

India  exported  only  177,569  metric  tons  of  sugar  (mostly  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  United  States,  and  Canada)  in  I967,  against  ^4-1+2, 855  exported  in  I966.  Ex- 
port allocation  for  calendar  I968  has  been  further  reduced  to  95^000  tons. 
Japan  imported  k»6  percent  more  sugar  in  I967  than  in  I966,  with  the  main 
sources  of  s\ipply,  in  order  of  iii5X5rtance,  being  Australia,  Cuba,  South  Africa, 
the  Ryukyus,  and  the  Republic  of  China. 

Molasses 

On  an  overall  basis,  molasses  world  trade  in  I967  differed  only  sli^tly  from 
1966.  There  was,  however,  a  significant  increase  in  U.  S.  emd  Canadian  im- 
ports, Canada  in5)orted  H5.7  percent  more  molasses  in  I967  than  in  I966,  with 
Guyana  being  the  largest  supplier.  All  exports  fixjm  British  Honduras  in  19^7 
were  to  the  United  States.  Colombian  exports  of  molasses  showed  a  sizable  in- 
crease to  the  United  States  during  the  past  year.  Ecuador's  molasses  escports, 
all  to  the  United  States,  dropped  sharply  in  1967* 

Molasses  ln5>ort8  into  Belgium  (for  use  other  than  for  animal  feed)  dropped  off 
by  32  percent  in  I967*  as  there  were  lower  imports  from  France  and  Egypt. 
Imports  of  molasses  into  Greece,  all  from  Egypt,  declined  in  both  I966  and 
1^7»  Greece  is  a  net  exporter  of  molasses,  and  a].1  exports  went  to  the 
United  States  in  I967,  whereas  they  had  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  I966. 
Althou^  the  Netherlands  had  a  substantial  increase  in  domestic  molasses  pro- 
duction this  season,  it  is  not  expected  to  result  in  a  noticeable  cut  in 
imports.  The  molasses  that  is  in^KDjrted  is  used  mainly  in  feed  compounds. 
Substantially  increased  molasses  in^Kjrts  ftrom  South  Africa  and  the  United 
States  and  Egypt  have  compensated  for  substantial  cuts  in  imports  flx)m  Cuba, 
the  French  Antilles,  and  Pakist€in.

India  continues  to  control  the  distribution  and  prices  of  molasBes  produced 
by  the  mill  sector.  The  broad  government  policy  on  molasses  utilization  is 
to  increase  its  use  in  the  manufacture  of  industriail  alcohol  within  the 
country  and  then  permit  only  the  residual  quantities  for  export.  Imports  of 
molasses  into  Japan  in  I967  (923*000  metric  tons)  were  at  about  the  same 
level  as  I966.  The  Molasses  Deliberative  Committee  estimates  the  demand  for 
imported  molasses  in  calendar  I968  at  nearly  1.2  million  metric  tons.  The 
expected  sharp  increase  is  primarily  due  to  increasing  use  by  the  liquor, 
feed,  and  alcohol  industries.
